GASOLINE BOCTLEGGERS TELL 
OF PAYING $3000 BRIBE 


Chicago Station Operators Said to 
HIlave Offered to Turn 
State’s Fvidence., 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Sept. 15.—The Daily 
News said today three O'Meara 
brothers, Robert, Smyth and Mau- 
rice, had confessed evading pay- 
ment of thousands of dollars of 
State gasoline taxes and promised 
to turn State’s evidence. 

The O'’Mearas operate gasoline 
plants here and at suburban Niles 
Center, and were indicted in Sep- 
tember, 1930, on a charge of de- 
frauding the State of $50,000 in 
gasoline taxes. They have not been 
tried. The News said the brothers 
declared themselves willing to tes- 
tify at the coming State-wide in- 
vestigation of gasoline bootlegging. 
Part of the blame, the newspaper 
said, they laid upon Louis A. Weiss, 
a former investigator for the State 
Department of Finance, who they 


‘said solicited and accepted a $3000 


bribe for condoning the tax dodg- 


ing. Weiss was also indicted a 
year ago with another alleged boot- 
leg gasoline group on _ fraud 
charges.

flying time on a trip from Portugal 
to New York. A strict watch 
was kept along the coast without 
result. 


NEW YORK, Sept.  15.—Two 
Germans and a Portuguese who 
took off from Lisbon, Portugal, on 
a nonstop flight to New York were 
overdue here today, but there was 
a possibility that their Junkers 
monoplane, the Esa, had landed at 
some remote place in the Maritime 
Provinces of Canada. 

The flyers took enough fuel, by 
their own estimates, to last 48 
hours. That time was up at 4:30 a. 
m., Eastern Standard time, today 
(3:30 a. m., St. Louis time). 

Christian Johanssen, German war 
flyer; Willy Rody, 23-year-old® Gor- 
man, owner of the plane, and Fer- 
nando Costa Viega, Portuguese 
sportsman, were sighted at 1:40 p. 
m. yesterday by the steamship 


Penniand, about 395 miles from 
Halifax. 
Only 1100 Miles to Go. 
At that point, the plane had 


completed about 2600 miles of its 
3700-mile flight. To reach-y New 


| York it had to go 1100 miles far- 


ther. Under favorable conditions 
the plane could have arrived at 2 
a. m. 

Weather conditions during the 
first part of the journey were good. 
As the flyers approached the West- 
ern Hemisphere, overcast skies and 
electrical storms faced them. 
Around Halifax a heavy fog lifted 
as the night wore on/ but it was 
dark and starless. The plane had 
no radio. 


None of the metropolitan § air- 
ports had received word of the 
flyers and, as a result, full staffs 
were kept on duty at five places. 

Field lights were on through the 
night at Roosevelt Field, which is 
the best known to European fly- 
ers. Preparations for a possible 
landing were made at Floyd Ben- 
nett Field, the municipal airport in 
Brooklyn; at Newark Airport; the 
Glen Curtiss Airport at North 
the 
army station on Long Island. 

Police Reserves Ready. 

Police reserves, called to handle 
crowds at Roosevelt, Newark and 
Floyd Bennett fields, were sent 
home as the hours passed without 
sizn of the flyers. 

Maj. William Deegan, chairman 
of the Mayor's welcoming com- 
mittee, was up all night at a ho- 
tel with a staff and a police es- 
cort.

“AKRON” MAY FLY ON MONDAY 


AKRON, O., Sept. 15. — The 
first trial flight of the giant Zeppe- 
lin “Akron” may be made as early 
as next Monday, it was indicated 


today by a Goodyear-Zeppelin 
Corporation announcement __ that 
they will be ready to turn the 


Zeppelin over to the navy for final 
inspection Thursday. 

The navy thereafter has three 
days’ work ahead before a maiden 
voyage can possibly be made.

OUD AND WATER 
SUPPLIES RUNNING 
SHURT AT BELIZE 


Danger of Disease Increases 
While Blazing Sun on 
Roofless Houses Adds to 
Discomfort of Injured. 


RELIEF PLANES, SHIPS 
ARE STILL ARRIVING 


Salvation Army Is Operat- 
ing Soup Kitchens—Sur- 
vivors Still Are Dazed by 
the Catastrophe. 


By the Associated Press. 


BELIZE, British Honduras, Sept. | 


15.—Fears of a food and water 
shortage, an outbreak of disease 
and riots by stricken natives to- 
day dominated Belize’s efforts to 


repair the havoc of storm and 
flood. 
Estimates of the dead é still 


ranged between 500 and 1000, with 
the probability that when outly- 
ing districts are heard from the 
mortality list will reach the latter 
figure. The wholesale burial and 
cremation of the victims without 
identification made it likely that 
their exact numbers never will 
be known. 

Diddier Masson, Pan-American 
field manager, after a survey of the 
hurricane area, said that “critical 
problems still remain to be solved”’ 
before the work of reconstructing 
the city, either on its present site 
or further inland, can go forward 
unimpeded. 

No Roofs for the Injured. 

"The food supply is running short, 
he said, and the lack of drinking 
water is serious. The danger of 
disease could not be underestimat- 
ed, in his opinion, and the possi- 
bility of trouble among the labor- 
ing classes was a grave factor in 
the work of relief. 

“The blazing sun has been beat- 
ing down mercilessly,” he _ said, 
“bringing additional suffering to 
the injured as they lie in rows on 
the floors of roofless homes. 
Masses of sea fish imbedded in 
pools of liquid mud piled up by 
the tidal wave are decomposing 
and the air at times is unbearable. 

“The remaining population is 
still dumfounded by the enormity 
of the catastrophe, for it had 
been the belief for generations that 
no hurricane would ever strike Be- 
lize. The native population, awe- 
stricken, goes about relicf work in 
a trance, still unable to grasp the 
truth of the enormity of the hor- 
rible tragedy.” 

Salvation Army on Job. 

Nevertheless, rehabilitation meas- 
ures are proceeding under the di- 
rection of British authorities and 
with the help of United States Ma- 
rines and sailors. 

The Salvation Army has taken 
over Operation of soup kitchens to 
feed the hungry. Doctors have 
commandeered 10,000 gallons of 
water stored on a nearby key. Ad- 
ditional food and medical supplies 
are arriving by ship and plane. 
Disposal of the dead and relief for 
the injured goes forward steadily. 

About 5000 cases of whisky, 
scattered about by the force of the 
storm, have-been collected by ware- 
house agents and stacked on the 
main streets awaiting new storage 
facilities. : 

Groups of doctors from Guate- 
mala City arrived in a motor 
launch yesterday to assist in the 
relief work. 

Twenty St. John’s College stu- 
dents were killed during the storm. 
Others were injured, but are aiding 
in the relief. 

The U. S. S. Swan, which ar- 
rived here shortly after the storm 
struck, departed for Trujillo after 
lending all possible aid. 


AMERICAN CONSUL 
DIES OF PNEUMONIA 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, Sept. 15.—The death 


of Giles I.ussell Taggart, American 
Consul at Belize, British Honduras, 
at Tela, Honduras, last night from 


pneumonia caused by. exposure 
during the recent hurricane at Be- 
lize was reported by radio today to 
the United Fruit Co., here. 

Taggart was a native of Clarks- 
burg, N. J., and was 69 years old. 
He was a graduate of Princeton 
and member of the bar in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He was assigned 
to Belize in 1927. 

The United Fruit Co. today or- 
dered the steamship Parismina 
from Cortez to Belize, in British 
Honduras, to take on 30 Americans 
who lost all their belongings in the 
hurricane. The refugees will be 
taken to New Orleans without cost. 
They will arrive Friday. 

The company also announced it 
had received word from a milling 
company of Louisville, Ky., that it

POLICEMAN, OFF 
DUTY, SEES HOLDUP 


Pursues Him ffor Six 
Blocks, Before Capturing 
Him—Prisoner, an Ex- 
Convict, Identified. 


Everett Dickens, ex-convict, was 
captured today after a chase of six 
blocks by a patrolman, off duty, 
who saw him snatch a package 
containing $1473 from a young 
woman employe of the Prudential 
Life Insurance Co. in front of the 
company’s branch office at 3606 
South Grand boulevard. 

Dickens and a companion, in a 
small coupe waited in front of the 
insurance office this morning until 
10:30 o'clock when Miss Marian 
Pflueger and Miss Madeleine Muel- 
ler, stenographers, left it, carrying 
three packages of money to be de- 
posited in the South Side National 
Bank a block away. 

Patrolman Walter F. Bellar had 
just left the office of a dentist at 
Grand boulevard and Miami street, 
a short block away, and saw Dick- 
ens struggle with Miss Pflueger 
and run away with the package. 


Policeman Tells of Chase. 

As the robber turned east in 
Miami street, Bellar, in civilian 
clothes, followed him. “I fired one 
shot,”’ Bellar said, before he turned 
into the first alley and ran south. 
There [I fired again, but missed 
and he jumped over a fence. 

“He stumbled on the other side, 
and I was going to shoot again, 
but I noticed a woman on the back 
porch and waited. We ran across 
several yards before I got another 
chance to shoot. Then I fired twice. 
The robber stumbled and dropped 
the package. 


“I ran up and caught him by 
the arm, telling him if he moved J] 
would kill him. I saw then that he 
was not wounded, but exhausted. I 
was pretty tired myself and nervous 
because the dentist had pulled a 
tooth and filled me up with cocaine. 
If it hadn’t been for that I think 
my aim would have been better.” 


Identified as Ex-Convict. 

Dickens was taken to the Mag- 
nolia Street Police Station where 
he was identified by Miss Pflueger 
and Miss Mueller. 
leased from the penitentiar: two 
months ago after serving five years 
for robbery. His police record in- 
cludes also a term at Boonville Re- 
formatory for robbery and seven 
years ago he was shot in the abdo- 
men by police when driving a 
stolen taxicab. 

The package which he obtained 

from Miss Pflueger was the small- 
est of the three being taken to the 
bank. Miss Mueller said she had 
noticed Dickens and his compan- 
ion a moment before the robbery 
and suggested to Miss Pflueger that 
they walk faster “because those 
men are looking awfully hard at 
us.”’ 
Miss Pflueger, 19 years old, lives 
at 2802 Missouri avenue. Miss 
Mueller, who is 23, lives at 3925 
Shaw boulevard.

Many of the St. Louis 
schools have been closing at noon

The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. branch, on the second floor of 
the Lowell Bank Building, south- 
east corner of Warne and West 
Florissant avenues, was robbed of 
$4580 in cash by three masked men 
who entered the place at 9:40 a. 
m. today and for several minutes 
covered 20 efmployes and several 


-|customers with pistols. 


After getting the cash, which 


had been wtapped in $500 bundles 
in preparation for the cali of an 
armored truck at 10:30 o'clock, the 
robbers fled to an automobile 
which waited at the curb, facing 
north, with a fourth man at the 


wheel. The car was swung in a 
circle in the street and sped south- 
ward. The license number was 
noted. 

Seemed to Know Layont. 

The three robbers who entered 
the office went up the stairs from 
the Warne avenue side, leading toa 
large lobby. Here several agents 
and two or three customers were 
seated. 

One of the robbers stopped there, 
covered them with a pistol and or- 
dered them to “stick ‘em up and 
be ysuick about it.” Another, who 
like his companions seemed to 
know the office layout, swung open 
the door of the cashier's office and 
shut it behind him. 

There William H. Kampmann, 
4638 Korte avenue, the cashier, had 
just completed the work of bun- 
dling his currency. In the room 
with him were three assistants, 
Misses Lucille Blesch, Irene Phil- 
lips and Ethel Sandt. 

“Stick ’em up,” the robber come 
manded, holding a handkerchief 
over his face and brandishing a 
pistol. “Get back out of the way.” 
As the office force arose from their 
seats, he walked swiftly to the 
cashier's desk, picked up the cur- 
rency and backed to the door. 

' Goes Into Agents’ Room. 
Meanwhile, the third robber, 
likewise holding a handkerchief 
over his face, entered the agents’ 
room where about 15 employes, ine 
cluding the manager, John J. Don- 
lon, were at their desks. 

Fred Hennemeyer, assistant 
manager, thought at first the visi- 
tor had been struck in the face 
and was secking help, but he and 
the others quickly comprehended 
the import of the visit when the 
robber brandished his pistol and 
shouted in a shaky voice for them 
to hold up their hands. 

Everybody obeyed promptly but 
Howard Pierce, an assistant man- 
ager, who was talking at the tele- 
phone and did not see the robber 
enter. The holdup man walked 
over to him and shouted “Get away 
from that phone or I'll shoot you.” 
Marched Into Reception Room. 
Pierce obeyed. Then at the rob- 
ber’s command the agents and ex- 
ecutives marched out into the re- 
ception room, where they stood for 
a few moments while the man in 
the cashier's office completed his 
work. As the latter backed into the 
lobby the robbers turned from the 
office force and dashed after him 
down the stairs. 

The loss is insured.

“We wrote each other,” Mrs. 
Province relates, “after I sent him 
a letter when I saw his description 
in a ‘friendship society’ paper. 
Finally he visited me several times 
in November, 1924, at my home, 
then at 3416 Franklin, and I agreed 
to marry him. He said he was 
auditor for a harvesting machine 
company and had farm lands in 
Iowa and he seemed to be such a 
gentleman.

JOHN R. CURLEE DIES 
IN SLEEP ON TRAIN 


Former Vice President of Carle- 
ton Co. on Way Home 
from Detroit. 


John R. Curlee, 67 years old, who 


was vice president of the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co. when it went out of 
business more than six years aro, 
died early today on a Wabash train 
from Detroit, approaching St. Louis. 

Mr. Curlee, who suffered a para- 
lytic’ stroke in June, had been in 
Harbor Beach, Mich., since the 
middle of July. Last evening, ac- 
companied by his daughter, Mrs. 
Marshall McCarthy of Kirkwood, 
and a nurse, Mrs. Alice Dobbs, he 
Started home from Detroit. The 
nurse looked in at his berth about 
4 a. m. and saw that he was sleep- 
ing. At 6 she attempted to awaken 
him, and discovered the fact of his 
death, which was certified by a 
physician when the train reached 
Union Station at 7:15. 

A native of Mississippi, Mr. Cur- 
lee entered the St. Louis dry zoods 
trade as a stock clerk for Crow’, 
Hargadine & Co. in 1886. He trav- 
eled in Indian Territory for an- 
other firm, which was afterwward 
absorbed by Wear & Boogher. He 
remained with this firm through its 
transformation into the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co., of which the late 
Murray Carleton was president. 

Carleton acquired control of Frr. 
guson-McKinney Manufacturing Co. 
and formed the Carleton-Ferguson 
Co. as a holding concern for the 
two firms. The firms lost money 
heavily before the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co. was sold to Ely & Walker 
in June, 1925. Inthe following Oc- 
tober occurred the $3,300,000 crash 
of Ferguson-McKinney. 

Being a large holder of the dry 
goods cOmpany stock, Mr. Curlee 
was said to have lost about $100,- 
000 by the firm’s reverses. 

When the grand jury was inves- 
tigating the business acts of Carle- 
ton and Forrest Ferguson, in No- 
vember, 1925, it was announced 
that Curlee, as Carleton’s right- 
hand man in the dry goods com- 
pany, would be questioned. How- 
ever, the grand jury ended its in- 
quiry sooner than had been ex- 
pected, and indicted Carleton and 
Forrest Ferguson on the testimony 
of other witnesses on charges of 
making false statements to obtain 
credit. Carleton died before he 
could be brought to trial: Ferguson 
was tried three times in Federal

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—After 


10 years of study of the subject, 


the Interstate Commerce Commis- 

M sion has laid down a system of de- 
preciation accounting for steam 
railroad and telephone companies, 
to go into effect Jan. 1, 1933. The 
railroads oppose the system and 
may carry their objections into the 
courts. 

Commissioner Eastman wrote the 
report setting out the commission’s 
findings and orders. There was no 
dissent. Three of the 11 members 
of the commission did not partici- 
pate, 

Much of the report, necessarily, 
is highly technical, but certain fun- 
damental principles are clearly and 
vigorously stated. The railroads 
contended for “retirement account- 
ing’ rather than “depreciation ac- 
counting,” and they argued fur- 

s ther that if depreciation charges 
were required, they should be based 
On current replacement cost and 
not on original cost. This view was 
taken also .by the electric lines, 
but not by the telephone compa- 
nies and other parties to the pro- 
ceedings. 

Opposes “Present Value” Method. 

Replying to the railroads’ con- 
tention, thie commission says: 

“Beyond question, the evidence 
before us strongly supports the use 
for accounting purposes of original 
cost to the accounting company as 
the basis for depreciation charges. 
It is a method which can be read- 
ily applied, insures a high degree 
of stability in operating expenses, 
and enables the management to an- 
ticipate future needs with reason- 
able confidence. On the other 
hand, the present value method 
would be difficult to apply and su- 
pervise, and would tend toward in- 
stability and uncertainty. 

“Added to this, we have a rec- 
ord in which the representatives of 
State commissions and municipali- 
ties, the telephone companies, and 
the gas and electric companies are 
all agreed that original cost should 
be used as the base; we have ac- 
counting regulations for all classes 
of carriers which have been in ef- 
fect for many years, which uni- 
formly prescribe original cost (or 
ledger value) as the base, and 
which have never been contested 
in court, or until recently even 
criticised, because of this fact: and 
finally we have evidence that the 
use of original cost as the base for 
depreciation charges has been ap- 
proved by numerous other Federal 
and State authorities, including the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States for income tax purposes, and

In asking for “retirement ac- 
counting’—meaning the system 
whereby losses due to the retire- 
ment of units are charged in bulk 
at the time of retirement, rather 
than being spread out over the 
service life of the unit by periodi- 
cal charges—the railroads argued 
that it was impossible to forecast 
the service life of units with rea-. 
sonable accuracy. The commis- 
sion replies that the experience of 
the telephone companies has been 
to the contrary. They have been 
able, the commission says, to esti- 
mate the service life of units of 
their equipment with a degree of 
accuracy quite adequate for de- 
preciation accounting purposes. 

“Tt is evident,” the commission 

continues, “that the railroads have 
in general undertaken no such re- 
search into this question as has 
characterized the telephone com- 
panies. A formidable array of 
obstacles to enlightenment was pre- 
sented, but with little indication of 
effort to overcome these obstacles. 
A considerable portion of the tes- 
timony was based upon a fallacious 
premise... 
“The opponents of depreciation 
accounting often contend that the 
retirement of units of a large, com- 
posite property tends to equalize, 
that is, to become the same _ in 
amount from year to year. Proof 
of this is lacking, and there is 
much evidence the other way. The 
fact is that one of the admitted 
reasons why the railroads object to 
depreciation accounting is to avoid 
an equalization of retirement ex- 
penses. They wish opportunity 
when business is poor to postpone 
or defer retirements until it is 
good. 

- “In the Public Interest.” 
“Quite apart from fluctuations so 
caused, it hardly needs proof that 
there will be greater need for re- 
firements in some years than in 
others. Under retirement account- 
ing, therefore, charges to operating 
expense on account of retirements 
tend to oscillate within compara- 
tively wide limits. The smaller the 
company, also, the wider these lim- 
its are likely to be. On the other 
hand, the charges under deprecia- 
tion accounting are relatively sta- 
ble. 

“We have no hesitation in reach- 
ing the conclusion that a system 
of depreciation accounting, proper- 
ly designed and administered, is 
wise and in the public interest. 
The commission says it is “obvi- 
ous” that the determination of a 
reasonable depreciation allowance 
cannot be left to the discretion of 
the carriers, if the public interest is | 
to be protected. If the railroads 
were free to do as they pleased, 
there would be ‘‘nv uniformity or 
consistency in the results.’’ 

“The need for public supervision 
of such allowances,” the opinion 
says, “has been judicially recog- 
nized. In the United Railways 
(Baltimore) case the amount of a 
reasonable annual allowance for 
depreciation was one of the major 
issues. The carried claimed §$2,- 
200,000. The Maryland commis- 
sion originally fixed $883,544. but 
by order of the Circuit Court raised 
its estimate to $1,638,660. 

“There are other accounting sit- 
uations where the amounts to be 
recorded are not capable of precise 
mathematical demonstration, and 
must for the protection of the pub- 
lic interest be subject to supervi- 
sion.” 

Against Mortgaging the Future, 
Certain other definite findings of 
the commission are set out as fol- 
lows in a syllabus of the opinion: 
“Retirement accounting is a 
means of postponing charges for 
loss resulting from depreciation 
until such loss is fully realized. 
“It by no means follows that in 
the long run the public will bene- 
fit from retirement accounting, as 
railroads and utilities which do not 
have proper reserves or equivalent 
surplus and are unable to meet 
changing conditions quickly and 
adequately impede the progress of 
the country. 

“A community, if it is to pro- 
gress and keep pace with other 
communities, must be able to take 
advantage of improved means of 
doing business as they become 
available and without mortgaging 
the future. This will involve pru- 
dence, foresight and some degree 
of present sacrifice, but no other 
course is consistent with a sound 
economy. 

Supreme Court Ruling Cited. 
“Depreciation accounting  be- 
comes a necessary measure of self- 
protection to the carriers, in view 
of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to the 
effect that accrued depreciation 
must be taken into consideration 
in ascertaining the rate-base value. 
“The commission has never 
taken the position that property 
paid for out of revenues obtained 
as a result of depreciation charges 
does not belong to the company, 
or that the company is not entitled 
to a fair return upon it. It is not 
the new property which has been 
supplied through depreciation 
charges upon which the company 
should have no return. It is rather 
the old property, or service Ca- 
pacity, which has been used up and 
which the new property hes re- 
placed. 

“The real measure of deprecia- 
tion is the extent to which service 
capacity has been exhausted. Wear 
and tear, obsolescence, inadequacy, 
etc., are all factors in depreciation, 
information as to which constitutes 
evidence to be given appropriate 
weight in determining the extént to 
which service capacity has been 
exhausted.”

Its capital 
stock outstanding consists of $19,- 
$953,600 par value of preferred, 56 
per cent non-cumulative, and par 
value of $17,610,000 common. Its 
funded debt is $60,500,000. 

The Southern Pacific has inti- 
mated that if its offer was accept- 
ed it may assist in refunding ccr- 
tain funded debts of the Cotton 
Belt due in 1932 and in making 
provision for the floating debt. 

The common stock has never re- 
ceived dividends.

Actors’ Equity Trying to Get 
_ Aid for 10 or 12 Young 
Authors. 


~ EW STORK, Sex Sept. 15,—Alfred 


Harding, Actors’ Equity officer, 
said today the organization was 
trying to persuade some group of 
producers to subsidize 10 or 12 
promising young playwrights an- 
nually, in the hope that once free 
of monetary worries they will be 
able to write plays good enough to 
“pack ‘em in.’ 

Harding admitted the idea was 
not an original one, that it had 
been inspired by big business and 
Hollywood, but he said it would 
solve one of the theater’s biggest 
problems if it worked. 

The 10 or 12 subjects of the ex- 
periment would be chosen not by 
past accomplishment, but ona basis 
of what they might be capable of 
doing under ideal conditions. 

They would receive $5000 or 
$6000 a year. They would be told 
to spend all their time working on 
plays and be guaranteed that any- 
thing they turned out.would receive 
the prompt, thorough attention of 
producers in the subsidizing group. 

Thus would be eliminated for 
those 10 or 12 the worry of 
“where’s the next meal coming 
from,” which, Harding said, was 
hardly conducive to good work, 
and the job of “peddling” a play 
from producer to producer until 
some day someone sees something 
in it. As soon as One of the subsi- 
dized writers turned out a money- 
making play he would be dropped 
from the group and replaced by 
another playwright. 

“If only a sroall percentage of 
those who subsidized made good, it 
still would be a profitable venture,”’ 
Harding said, “for the crying need 
of the theater is for good plays. 
There is plenty of talent on hand 
to act them and there is a poten- 
tial audience ready to patronize 
them, if we can get the plays.”

JUDGES BAR SCANDAL’ 
IN THOMASON CASE 


Allegations Quashed in Suit to 
Set Aside Wealthy Ec- 
centric’s Contracts. 


The petitions of Conrad Edson 
Frederick of Centralia, Ill., a sales- 
man, to set aside all contracts en- 
tered into by Hugh W. Thomasson, 
aged and wealthy real estate own- 
er, including his marriages to 
Grace Caroline Mahood, were dis- 
missed yesterday by Circuit Judges 
Hartmann and Rosskopf, on the 
ground that the allegations were 
“scandalous.” 

The petition had been filed in 
answer to suits brought by the 
Trust Co. of St. Louis County to 
void two deeds filed recently, con- 
veying to Frederick $750,000 worth 
of real estate owned by the 
Thomassons. The action of the 
Judges sustained a motion to strike 
out all allegations in Frederick's 
petition except a general denial of 
the trust company’s allegations. 

Later in the day, Taylor R. 
Young, attorney for Frederick, filed 
anew petition omitting the “scan- 
dalous” matter, which had told of 
Frederick’s acquaintance with Mrs. 
Thomasson, who is 29 years old, 
and explained his reasons for en- 
tering the case. A settlement, into 
which some 30 attorneys had been 
drawn, seemed imminent before 
Frederick’s deeds were filed last 
month. 

Joseph Kane, attorney, who filed 
a petition on behalf of creditors 
asking that Thomasson be declared 
a bankrupt, testified in a deposi- 
tion in Young’s office yesterday 
afternoon. Youns’s attempt to 
learn how much Kane was to have 
received under the settlement with 
attorneys agreed on early in the 
summer was frustrated by objec- 
tions of opposing counsel, who 
held that such testimony was im- 
material in view of the Court’s ac- 
tion earlier in the day. 

The hearing was continued pend- 
ing a ruling on the later petition 
filed by Young.

Gov. Rolph last night commuted 
to life imprisonment a death sen- 
tence imposed on Augustis Gignell, 
37 years old. Gignell was convict- 
ed of siaying his wife, Vera Gig- 
nell, and Siguerd Bjorneby, her al- 
leged paramour, in Los Angeles 
last year. Gignell was to have 
been hanged at San Quentin Prison 
next Friday.

Gignell shot and killed Mrs. Gig- 
nell and Bjorneby when he found 
them together in a Los Angeles 
apartment. He subsequently sur- 
rendered and confessed.

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TRYING TO FIND POWER 
BEHIND GULF STREAM 


Scientists Thus Hope to Fore- 
cast Weather Conditions 
Far in Advance. 


By the Associated Press. 
WOODS HOLE, Mass., Sept. 15. 


Sea-going vessels, the Asterias and 


the Atlantis, the new Oceanogra- 
phic Institution here hopes to ex- 
plain the power that keeps great 
ocean currents like the Gulf 
Stream flowing. If it is proved 
that these currents have the pro- 
nounced effect on climate that 
theorists maintain, more knowledge 
of their origin may make it possi- 
ble to forecast weather conditions 
far in advance. 

The material given to the labora- 
tories of the institution here in- 
cludes test tubes and glass jars 
containing sea sediment, strange 
fish and plankton (tiny sea life); 
temperature records and ocean 
sounding data. 

In discussing the question of 
ocean depths and whether they 
have changed materially through 
the ages, scientists at the institu- 
tion said the so-called vanished 
continent, Atlantis, if it exists, was 
probably buried beneath no more 
than 10 inches of sediment at the 
ocean's bottom. 

If, beneath the gediment now 
overlying the supposed site of At- 
lantis, is found soil of a character 
existing on dry land, it may thus 
be concluded that this land was 
elevated thousands of years ago. 
It also might show what kind of 
land it was, its climate, whether it 
was a true continent based on a 
granite foundation, or whether it 
was volcanic, like the Azores, or if 
it was of coral construction. 

The institution also hopes to ex- 
plain the strange life story of the 
eel, which travels thousands of 
miles to a point somewhere south 
of Bermuda to breed and die. The 
young find their way back to the 
rivers of Europe and America and, 
in turn, follow this puzzling life 
cycle. 

Henry B. Bigelow, professor of 
zoology at Harvard University, is 
director of the institution. Among 
other members of the staff is Sir 
Hubert Wilkins, who recently vis- 
ited the Arctic in the submarine 
Nautilus. 


GEORGE WHITE AND COMPOSER 
IN FIGHT IN THEATER LOBBY 


Producer of “Vanities” and Lew 
Brown Trade Punches Till 
Crowd Separates Them. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—George 
White, producer, and Lew Brown, 
song writer, exchanged blows at the 
opening of White’s “Scandals” last 
night. Crowds in the lobby of the 
Apollo Theater separated the two, 
disheveled but uninjured. 

Brown and Ray Anderson, who 
wrote the music for the “Scandals,” 
had unsuccessfully sought to en- 
join White from using their music 
on the ground that he had refused 
to sign a written contract and had 
made changes in the score without 
their consent. White denied he 
had made any changes without the 
full knowledge and consent of the 
composers. The Court decided the 
composers’ suit might be tried next 
month without an injunction. 


KANSAS POWER RATE CUTS 


Voluntary Reductions for 27 Cities 
and Towns Filed. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 15.—Vol- 
untary rate reductions for custom- 
ers in 27 towns and cities in South- 
eastern Kansas were filed with the 
Public Service Commission yester- 
day by the Kansas Utilities Co. and 
the Empire District Electric Co. 
Kansas Utilities’ new filings are 
applicable to 26 municipalities, 
while the Empire’s new schedule 
would apply in Baxter Springs. 
The commission's engineering 
department estimated the Kansas 
Utilities’ proposed new rates would 
represent a saving of $28,000 an- 
nually for customers, while the 
Empire’s new schedule was sald to 
amount to a saving of about 85 
per cent. For 21 towns, the Kan- 
sas Utilities provided new sched- 
ules which the engineering depart- 
ment estimated represented reduc- 
tions of 21 per cent for residential 
customers and 10 to 20 per cent for 
commercial customers.

Col. Ira L. Reeves. Chicago, di- 
visional manager of the Crusaders, 
a national anti-prohibition organt- 
vation, is at Hotel Jefferson to ef- 
fect an organization of the 200 or 
more members in the city. 

Col. Reeves is a retired army of- 
ficer and was for seven months 
prohibition administrator o- New 
Jersey under Lincoln C. Andrews. 
When he resigned in 1927 he com- 
plained to Andrews of political in- 
fluence that had been brought to 
bear upon him in connection with 
the Issuance of a permit to a large 
brewery in New Jersey and in in- 
tarfering with a scizure of a 200,- 
000 private stock of liquor at the 
home of a millionaire. 

He expressed the view today that 
prohibition must necessarily be a 
failure because of those same po- 
litical influences. “The politician 
is a man who has views that serve 
his own intcrests,” Reeves. said, 
“and it makes no difference what 
his personal views are. That. fact 
makes prohibition a political issue 
by its very nature.” 

He outlined plans o% the Crusad- 
ers whereby the organization hopes 
to escape false declarations-of poli- 
ticians on the prohibition question 
and to force the issue in 1932. 

The organization will seek to in- 


platform declaration for modifica- 
tion or repeal. It also will seck to 
ally in one,organization all: bodies 
whose members express themselves 
against prohibition. 

Anti-prohibition forces will seek 
action on the issue in the forth- 
coming session of Congress, Reeves 
said, but Ao not expect to bring the 
matter to a decision in view of the 
approaching presidential election. 

The formatioh cf a working unit 
in St. Louis is regarded highly im- 
portant in view of the fact that 
Missouri is one of the 10 states in 
the west central part of the nation 
where anti-prohibition forces are 
attempting to get control of Con- 
gressional delegations.

Salary and expense 
cuts are proposed in the Depart- 
ments of National Education, 
Health Insurance, Police, Unem- 
ployment Insurance and Roads. 

(Orders in council, issued by the 
King on advice of Privy Council- 
lors, are an emergency time-sav- 
ing device, and the Government has 
indicated use of them will not be 
resorted to beyond a month.) 


How Tax Reaches the Rich.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Amer- 
ican Legion officials discussed their 
unemployment relief plans with 
President Hoover today at the 
White House. Ralph T. O'Neil, na- 
tional commander, and members of 
the Legion's National Employment 
Commission, outlined to the Presi- 
dent the report they will make to 
the national convention of the gserv- 
ice organization at Detroit next 
week. 

“We seem to be in general agree- 
ment,” O'Neil said, following the 
conference. 

Those who accompanied the na- 
tional commander to the White 
House were Howard P. Savage, 
chairman of the Employment Com- 
mission; Jerome F. Duggan, David 
B. Simpson, E. K. Smith, Harry 
Colmery and John T. Taylor. 

The commission virtually com- 
pleted today a draft of its report to 
the national convention based upon 
its activities for the past year and 
developments yesterday at the Le- 
gion’s unemployment conference. 

The commission’s porgram is 
based on a variety of suggestions 
presented yesterday along with a 
warning from Gen. James G. Har- 
bord, former Chief of Staff of the 
American Expeditionary Forces, 
against counling relief plans with 
bonus demands. The _ suggestions 
ranged from legalization of beer to 
&@ $10,000,000,000 Federal construc- 
tion proposal. 

Warning .by Harbord. 

Harbord said there was “a little 
uneasiness” in the country about 
the Legion. “I cannot imagine any- 
thing more ridiculous than for you 
to go down to Detroit with a pro- 
gram of relief for the whole coun- 
try, relief that will help out the 


whole nation, and at the same time. 
on the other hand, hold out an 
empty tin cup,” he said. “If you 


do, you will be laughed at. And

Criticism of Suggestions. 

Harbord, and another military 
man, David J. Davis, Adjutant- 
General of Pennsylvania and rep- 
resentative of Gov.

Political Issue.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 15.

Industry 
must be blind indeed if it does not 
realize that it must put its own 
house in order, and there are many 
evidences that it is trying to do 
so.”” 

Saying he knew of “no question 
which is being more confused by 
politics,” Ritchie added that “we 
ought not to regard this utility and 
power question as a legitimate po- 
litical issue in any partisan sense.”

Tariff Commission is investigating 
the import duties on all forms of 
sugar, 

The inquiry, under the flexible 
provision of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff act of 1930 was announced 


yesterday after the commission 
considered a report on a prelim- 
inary survey of the industry. 

The commissioners declined to 
amplify the formal announcement, 
but the investigation will open up 
all the items of the schedule that 
was the most bitterly fought sec- 
tion of the present tariff act. 

A formal application for inves- 
tigation of the duties on. refined 
sugar was laid before the commis- 
sion last June with the signatures 
of virtually every branch of the 
domestic industry. The petitioners 
included the American, Savannah, 
Pennsylvania and N@tional Sugar 
Refining Companies, the United 
States Beet Sugar Association, and 
many other manufacturers and 
producers, 

Complaints From Beet Growers. 

At the same time the commission 
received about 3000 petitions from 
beet growers for investigation of 
the duties on raw sugar. 

Congress in 1930 raised the duty 
on refined sugar from $1.91 to 
$2.12 a hundred pounds (for 100 
per cent pure grade) and at the 
same time increased the rate on 
raw Cuban sugar (96 per cent pure 
sugar content) from $1.76 to $2 a 
hundred pounds.

Say the limit is 15 a 
day. I would like to know what a man 
would do with 15 ducks every day for 
even three days. Give them to his friends, 
he might say. Well, I think if his friend 
is too lazy to go out and get half a dozen 
himself, let him go to the market and 
buy a pair or so of tame ducks. They 
are just “— ™ anyway. Since the first 
game laws were passed, J have never 
shot over the limit or out of season, nor 
sold any game unlawfully.

How the French Camouflage It. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
 & is evident, from your recent editorial 

on spinach, that you have never eaten 
this vegetable after it has been properly 
cooked. As a matter of fact, there are 
not a great many people in this country 
who know how to prepare it properly. 

It is usually insufficiently washed and 
served about as it is taken from the boil- 
ing water, that is, a bunch of stringy 
leaves and stems full of sand and grit. 
To this vinegar is added and such a 
preparation, I will admit, you are justi- 
fied in calling a vile weed. 

Really to enjoy eating spinach, it must 
be properly prepared as only French 
cooks know how. First it should be thor- 
oughly washed and cleaned in two or 
three different waters. Then after it is 
boiled the proper length of time, it 
should be pressed through a fine colan- 
der so that it comes out in the form ofa 
soft pulp. To this cream and butter 
should be added and the consistency 
mixed thoroughly. It is then ready to 
serve and becomes a most palatable dish. 
The French usually sprinkle powdered 
Sugar over it just before eating. ‘. 

Spinach as the French cook it is, un- 
fortunately, but little known in this 
country. If we could start a movement 
here to study the fine art of French cook-

Business and 
Chicago business men have started an organization 
for the purpose of opposing government competition 


short, to keep government out of business. It is the 
Federation of American Business Men. 

An organization of this kinl may serve a useful 
purpose. But before giving it full approval we ask 
what do the business men mean by private business! 
Do they mean industrial and commercial enterprises 
enjoying no privileges from the government? Very 
good; the government’s hand ought to be kept off 
of such enterprises, except in so far as legislation 
and its enforcement may be necessary to restrain or 
punish monopolistic tendencies, dishonesty, or exploi- 
tation of others. 

On the other hand, do the business men class traris- 
portation, public utilities and services enjoying spe- 
cial privileges in the form of charters, franchises 
or permits, as private enterprises? Would the busi- 
ness men say that individuals or corporations using 
public resources under special grants or permits, 
are private enterprises? If the federation is in- 
tended to keep the government’s hands off enter- 
prises of this kind, we cannot approve that much 
of its purpose. These enterprises enjoying special 
governmental privileges, whether Federal,-state or 
municipal, are not private enterprises; they are pub- 
lic enterprises, designed to serve the public. They 
are essentially monopolies supplying fundamental 
necessaries. The government must either own or 
control them in the interest of the people to prevent 
the oppression which the individuals or corporations 
enjoying these »rivileges have the power to exercise. 
If, however, the government puts its hand into 
private business, th2 result is usually disastrous. The 
most conspicuous <cxample of the disastrous effects 
of this sort of governmental activity has been sup- 
pled by the Farm Board. It went into the wheat 
and cotton business. It attempted to control the 
prices of wheat and cotton by going into the mar- 
ket and buying up quantities of both commodities. 
The result has been the complete disorganization 
and practical ruin of private enterprise and the de 
moralization of the prices of both commodities. Un- 
der our form.of-government and our economic sys- 
tem, the business men are justified in protesting 
against the government’s entry into private business. 
There is another phase of relationship between 
government and business. That is, business getting 
into government. That works disaster for the peo- 
ple. The most conspicuous example of business in 
government is the tariff. In the case of the tariff, 
private enterprises obtain special favors and privi- 
leges from the government. They control the goy- 
ernment for their own benefit, regardless of public 
interest. For years the tariff schedules have been 
fixed by representatives of business interests which 
profit by it. As a rule, under the mistaken impres- 
sion that high protective tariffs work for the general 
welfare, and private profit was only incidental, the 
majority of the people, especially business men, have 


Government 


ever, was forced upon Congress and the President 
by the political power of favored business interests, 
against the almost universal protest of the press 
and the people. Business men outside of the favored 


was jammed through, and business as well as the 
people is now suffering the consequences. 

The connection between the business interests fa- 
vored by the tariff and the government is clear. 
The favored business interests supply the money for 
the election of a party administration, and the ad- 
ministration reciprocates with tariff privileges suf- 
ficient to make up all election contributions and 
to supplement that with enormous profits at the ezx- 
pense of the people. This example 1s sufficient to 
demonstrate the disastrous effects of business in 
government, but it does not by any means exhaust 
the Hst of special favors granted by government to 
wealthy and politically powerful business interests. 

The truth is, any mere partnership between gov- 
ernment and business‘is disastrous. As a rule the 
business partner gains the control, and the interests 
of the people represented by government suffer, 
Even governmental regulation of utility monopolies 
has brought disaster. The private interests in the 
public utilities have frequently proved too strong 
for the publie interest. In many cases governmental 
regulation has leaned so far on the side of the 
wealthy and powerful utility corporations, that the 
people have revolted. Many municipalities, as a mat- 
ter of self-defense, have taken over their utilities and 
tried municipal ownership and management as a 
means of protecting themselves against exploitation. 

According to Chicago dispatches, it # not merely 
the produce people whose business has; been invaded 
by the Farm Board who are behind this new or- 
ganization. The utility people are wery powerful in 
it. There are 7000 municipalities in the United 
States that now own and operate their waterworks, 
and 2000 or more own their light»and power plants. 
Many or most of these communities have found that 
to own their utilities is their only defense against 
the predatory practices of private ownership. We 
grant that private ownership is a happier method of 
furnishing the necessaries of life so long as this 
privilege is not abused. But the utilities do abuse 
the privilege, and so public ownership is increasing 
in the country by leaps and bounds. If the move- 
ment to force the government out of business con- 
templates restoring all these communities to the 
predatory clutches from which public ownership has 
delivered them, it is mistaken. 

The proposed federation of business men, in order 
to make its activities unqualifiedly useful, should 
not only work to keep the government out of purely 
private business, but to keep private business out 
of government. The duty of government is not only: 
to keep private business free within the limits of 
justice, but to keep government free from the vicious 
control or influence of greedy private interests. Its 
proper function is to protect and promote the public

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JUDGE HOLTCAMP’S ACTION. 

An insight into the pressure put upon Judges in 

the allotment of guardianships, receiverships, etc., 
was given by Judge Holtcamp in the case of Hazlett 
Campbell, incompetent millionaire. Called upon to 
appoint a guardian, the Judge designated Public Ad- 
ministrator Schuler. The latter will serve under his 
official bond and thus avoid additional and useless 
expense. Apparently, whenever a supposed plum of 
this kind is ready for the plucking, a Judge knows 
no peace of mind until he has awarded it to one of 
the numerous sinecure seekers that abound in and 
around the courthouse. 
Judge Holtcamp pointed out that there are not al- 
ways “big pickings” in estates of this kind. Camp- 
bell’s estate is in the haffds of trustees; as is the 
income he inherited at the recent death of his broth- 
er, Hugh. The guardianship thus becomes a routine 
job of co-operating with the trustees, and only in the 
event of a will eontest would the guardian receive 
substantial fees. To go far afield and appoint a po- 
litical hanger-on would be merely to abuse the ju- 
dicial prerogative. 

Judge Holtcamp is to be commended for his action, 
and any further contribution to this subject he may 
care to make will be gratefully received. 
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THE CASE FOR BEER. 

For practical reasons the Hoover administration 
is apparently inclined to favor the legalization of 3 
per cent beer. For political reasons it is reluctant 
to do so. 

The practical reasons are pretty well understood. 
Chief of those reasons is the revenue to be derived 
from a tax on beer and the government’s very urgent 
need for revenue. It is argued, also, that the resump- 
tion of the brewing industry would help the unem- 
ployment situation and revive a substantial market 
for certain farm products. The benefits resulting 
on those counts may be easily exaggerated, but the 
revenue, beyond question, would be helpful. ~ 

The administration’s hesitancy to legalize 3 per 
cent beer lest such action bring back the saloon is 
a political reason that has to be met. It cannot be 
met by comparative discussion of the old saloon and 
its prohibition successor, the speakeasy. Many com- 
petent investigators think the speakeasy has all the 
viciousness and none of the virtue of the old saloon, 
and some rather convincing theses have been written 
in support of that view. Be that as it may, the very 
word saloon has become anathema to the Ameri- 
can people. The aversion is not confined to the drys. 
The wets have turned thumbs down on it,too. In 
the 1928 campaign Gov. Smith phrased the popular 
verdict when he said that “the saloon is and ought 
to be a defunct institution.” It is not coming back. 
The legalization of non-intoxicating beer will not 
bring it back, provided a sensible system of distribu- 
tion is established. Let beer be sold and delivered 
by grocers, like any other legitimate product—sugar, 
or flour, or potatoes. The saloon could not survive 
that kind of competition. The old saloon was some- 
thing of a monopoly. It existed under a special privi- 
lege, for which it paid. What would a license to sell 
beer be worth if every grocery store, drug store, fruit 
stand and hot dog counter had beer for sale? 

There would have to be regulations for the serving 
of beer in hotels and restaurants, but those could be 
drawn up without much difficulty, and they could be 
enforced. 

We have no illusions as to what the return of 
beer would accomplish. It would not abolish the 
bootlegger or dismantle the speakeasy, but it would 
cramp the style of both. It would not solve the de- 


Pression, but it would take the manufacture aud 
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sale of beer out of the criminal organizations which 
now control it. It would cut down the consumption 
of hard liquors. It would furnish employment'to a 
considerable number of people. It would not make 
the farmer rich, but it would give him a boost. And 
it would pour a lot of money into Uncle Sam’s worse- 
than-empty treasury. 

It would not solve the crime problem, but itiwould 
reduce it. That, as we see it, is the case;for the 
return of beer. / 

FOLLOWING A GOOD EXAMPLE. / 

The notion that state office is superior to city 
office and that Federal office in turn is superior to 
state office is so ingrained in the public mind as to 
be generally accepted without question. It accounts 
for the fact that Mayors run for Governor and Gov- 
ernors run for President. So seldom does anyone 
consent to reverse the process that such an occur- 
rence is always a piece of news. John C. Lodge, 
former Mayor of Detroit who, in the opinion of the 
Detroit News, has served his city with distinction, 
is a candidate for the City Council. Many of his 
friends urged him to be a candidate for Mayor in the 
coming election, but he took the position that he 
could do-more good in the body where the business 
of the city, after all, is carried on, Former Mayor 
Lodge’s decision is an exception to.the rule, but in 
making it he emulates John Quincy Adams who sat 
in Congress for Massachusetts after he had lived in 
the White House.

Y story has no moral. Three of my 
grandparents lived to over 80, and one 
tq. 100. My parents are both alive. 
So if I enjoy good health, this is probably 
not through my having observed any laws, 
but because, from the point of view of 
mere living at least, I am well born. 

Also, up to the age of 12 I was well 
looked after. In my cradle I screamed so 
loudly as to injure myself seriously, and 
I owe my continued existence to my moth- 
er’s nursing. My diet was a compromise. 
My milk was always boiled, for in those 
days milk-borne tuberculosis was a greater 
danger to children than it is today. But 
apart from unboiled milk and ice cream off 
barrows, I was allowed to eat and drink 
what I chose, 

We did not know about vitamins in those 
days, but it was known that a monotonous 
diet brought on certain diseases whose in- 
vestigation later led to the discovery -of 
some of the vitamins. Besides, Marie Lloyd 
had just enunciated the important physio- 
logical principal that “a little of wot yer 
fancy does yer good.”’ 

My father was a physiologist, and I was 
brought up on that principle—particularly 
as regards jam. I ate a great deal of un- 
ripe fruit and other foods which were gen- 
erally supposed to be harmful. But the 
only things that have ever made me seri- 
Ously ill are temperance drinks. Fortu- 
nately, at the age of 11, when on a cycling 
expedition, I discovered cider. In those 
days children could go into pubs, and there- 
after I stuck to water, milk or honest alco- 
holic beverages, except when staying with 
relatives who occasionally poisoned me with 
temperance drinks. 

At the age of 12 I went to Eton with a 
scholarship. The diet there was monoto- 
nous and the cooking shocking. The ma- 
tron was more interested in our souls (from 
an Anglo-Catholic angle) than our bodies. 
Probably for this reason I had my first 
serious illness, After this, I had somewhat 
more money to spend on food, and was 
able to supplement my diet as I wished.

During my last three years I escaped, 
for two of the three terms, from compul- 
sory games, and found that I did very well 
with less exercise than most of my fellows. 
This incidentally enabled me to do some 
work. At Oxford I rowed occasionally, but 
discovered that, after several months with- 
out any exercise, not only was I very well, 
but I was perfectly able to row in a race 
untrained, and help to win it. 

During the war, apart from a couple of 
wounds, I was “in the pink” until 1918. 
Then, at a bombing school in Central In- 
dia, I had two strokes of bad luck. I had 
got on very well for a year without a mos- 
quito net. But my servant, Muhammad 
Akbar Khan (which means approximately 
Lord Glorified Larger), wishing for the 10 
per cent commission which all Indian serv- 
ants scrounge out of their masters’ pur- 
chases, persuaded me to buy one. 

Now sandflies can get through the holes 
in mosquito nets—and my net evidently 
put them on their mettle. Within a week 
I was down with a particularly nasty fever 
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I had lived on the excellent and nearly 
vegetarian diet which Indians have found 
Suitable for their climate. Indeed, as I had 
been inoculated against typhoid, I drank 
unboiled water, chewed betel nut, bought 
at roadside booths, and generally behaved 
in an un-English manner. But now the 
mess president switched me over to a meat 
diet, and I developed the most beautiful 
jaundice, which possibly,saved my life, as 
I was not sent back to the trenches, 

When I was demobilized I had to face a 
Serious situation. I had developed the ex- 
ercise habit during the war. I knew that 
exercise was not essential to my health, and 
that it took time whieh might have been 
devoted to work or to enjoying life. But 
to forego one’s daily exercise is almost as 
hard as to give up one’s daily injection of 
cocaine or morphine. For six miserable 
months I struggled with the craving untti 
I had mastered it. “

Now I know that I can keep fit on noth- 
ing more than a daily bicycle ride to and 
from work for 11 months, and then go off 
for three weeks of mountaineering without 
any danger of falling back into my former 
vice when I return. 

But I did not at first cut down my diet 
to suit my sedentary habits. Perhaps that 
was why I developed appendicitis, which 
is a disease mainly afflicting the overfed 
classes of society. As my appendix con- 
tinued to trouble me, arrangements were 
made for my formal opening, and it was 
removed before an admiring audience of 
my pupils, who, being students of medicine, 
were privileged not merely to attend the 
Operation, but to cut the peccant organ 
into sections for microscopic examination. 
Otherwise my health has been excellent. 

I was brought up to sleep with the win- 
dow open, and had about a cold a month 
through the winter. Since I married, my 
bedroom window is shut in cold weather, 
and I get only about two colds a year. Of 
course, when a number of people sleep in 
one room, the windows must be kept open. 
If this is not done, persons suffering from 
any one of a great variety of diseases, in- 
cluding diphtheria and cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, will give it to others. But ex- 
cept in over-crowded sleeping quarters, or 
in hot weather, I do not believe in open 
windows at night. 

I do not for one moment suggest that 
what suits me would suit everyone else. 
Many people appear to become genuinely ill 
without exercise. For all I know, my nightly 
whisky and soda would poison Lady Astor 
or Mr. Isaac Foot. I do not prescribe for 
them—nor do I see why they should pre- 
scribe for me. 

I have experimented on myself, and at 
times taken more food, beer and other good 
things, smoked more tobacco and done 
more work than was good for me. I know 
the symptoms of excess in each case, and 
I can stop before they come on. 

My advice to others is to take the obvious 
steps, such as vaccination, to avoid infec- 
tions, but apart from that, to study them- 
selves in a scientific spirit, find out a way 
of life Which sults them, and live accord-

Milk in Forms. | 
popularizing an idéa. 

This seems to be true of the 
ideas that milk is an ideal f60d, 
that spinach is good for growing 
children. and that the American 
diet is too refined and needs added 
roughage. 

In substance these ideas are cér- 
rect, but some of us have been 
too vigorous in their application. 
Thus many parents complain 
that they cannot get their children 
to drink milk, and they worry 
themselves and their children sick 
over this state of affairs. 

Should you inquire of these par- 
ents how they have served milk 
to their recalcitrant youngsters, 
they will almost invariably tell 
you, with a look of surprige upon 
their faces, “Why, of course, in a 
glass, how else?” 

Well there are many other 
“elses,” and a glass of milk incér- 
porated tin the soup is just as 
valuable and juvet as nutritious as 
in any other form. 

Milk can be served in sweetened 
and flavoted forms, with charged 
water in the form of a mitk soda. 

Milk, or cream, is the substance 
of ice cream, espécially in the 
homemade vafieties Where the in- 
gredients are known. Thus served, 
milk is not a boré, but a délicacy. 

No one likes a monotonous diet, 


‘|children any more than adults, and 


variety adds a spice to food, as it 
is said to add to life. 

What is said of milk is valid, 
too. for other foods, such as eggs, 
cerealS, vegetables and fruits. 

There is little reason for insisting 
that the child should eat any one 
particular food.

BELIZE, British Honduras, Sept.

Whether the city will be rebuilt 
depends on the pfroblematic suc- 
ss in cleaning up thos wreckage of 
the frame buildings that housed 
Belize’s -3,600 residents. No or- 
ganized plan of relief was under 
way up to today, although arrival 
of the British gunboat Danae was 
expected to bring some sort of re- 
habilitation plan. 


United States Navy doctors, 
rushed by plane and boat to the 
scene of the tragedy, continued to- 
day their efforts to avoid a wave 
of typhoid fever because of a lack 
of suitable drinking water.

Food was 
handed cut Ly the Salvation Army 


from a central soup kitchen across 
the street from the City Hall and
